After pounding the walls of 
Wilson's room so mo wainscoting was 
tom away, and In a cavity the olHcera 
found moulds for making counterfeit 
silver dollars and tcn-ceot pieces and 
a wagon toad of stolen goods, consist¬ 
ing or Jewelry, clothing and a,largo 
amount of bogus money.
